Ascot also stands in ihr foremost rank of couahy races, li is of a different 
complexion front Epsom, not only by reason of iis being graced with royalty, 
and aiistiH-rncy in abuiidun* e, hut us wanting that crowd of *■ nohody knows 
vrho,’ w hich must hr encountered on a Derby day, the cockney's holiday. It is 
likewise out of reach of London ruffians, a great recommendation,— and the 
slrirtnrse of the police makes even llueves scarce. Bul tlie charms of Ascot, to 
those not interested in tire horses, consist in the promenade on the course between 
•he various ia*e«. where the highest fashion, in its best garb, mingles with the 
' ii'tt d. anil gives a brilliant • fleet lo the passing scene. In fart, it crisit nearest 
to Elysium of any tiling lure, after Kensington Gardens, in “ibe leafy month 
of June.” Then the King's approach, with all the splendor of majesty, and, 
w hat i« still more gratifying, amidst tire loud acclamations of Ins subjects, sets 
the finish on the whole. Long may tht royal name be venerable to the Eng¬ 
lish penplt ! This year, if the paju rs sjieak true, there has been a falling off in 
the choeis. 

Goodwood is the n. xt great aristocratic meeting in the south, and has monopo¬ 
lised nearly all the racing of those parts. The Drawing-Room, and the Goad- 
wood stokes, ami the Cop, are prizes of such high value, that, as birds pick at 
the l»esl fruit, all crack horses of Newmarket are brought thither to contend for 
them, ami they were last year won by Beiram, Lucetta, and Priam. The cor- 
]Miration of Chichester add £ 100 to the cup, and his Majesty gives a 100 guineas 
plate. The course at Goodwood is also one of tlie best in England, nearly 
£10.000 hav ing lieen expended upon it—including the stand aud tlie iroprove- 
ment of the road leading to it—by the Duke of Richmond; but his Grace will be 
reimbursed, if the meeiing continues, by the admission tickets to the stand, Ac. 

I et us take one glance i.t that modern Epirus, tlie county of York, in which 
there are now twelve meetings in the year—,'nearly a coutury ago there were 
half at many more). York is one of our oldest race meetings, and was pa¬ 
tronized hy the great sportsmen of all rountries in former days ; but th« names 
of Coekson, Wentworth. Goodricke, Gsrfortb, Hutchinson, Crompton, Gaa- 
coigne, Sitwell, Pierse, Shafto, and some others, appear indigenous to Knavea- 
ntere lieatb.

Till; Ar >rrn-:, CRY avo rue f‘«T< —A mahogany fared woman, named Squab, 
appeared lately at the Court of Request* against a gaunt, long-visagsd apothe¬ 
cary. residing in the neighborhood of Bruns wick-square, tor the auni of U , al¬ 
leged to be due under the following circumstances. 

Tie apothecary was n bachelor, and, requiring a confidential servant, had 
inr'-d the plaintiff at ti e rate of l/. per month Her services were, indeed, that 
,.f a housekeeper, but the apothecary had behaved in such a “ houdasheous ’’ man¬ 
ner that the plaintiff was compelled to leave his service, somewhat before tbs 
consummation of a legal term ol notice The following is a verbatim report of 
the eomplamt and the rejoinder:— 

Mr* Squab—hir, this ear man lives by himself, and so he hired me at 137 a 
ysar to do for him; but 1 hadn't been loug in his service, before I found 1 had to
